Tbe George Washington Coast Ar- 
tillery Company spent a very busy 
and altogether pleasant and instruc- 
tive summer. Although organised 
less th«n a year this company has 
won admiratlpn of army officers and 
men with whom thejr have associated 
during its existence. 

On July 12, the company entrained 
for Fort Howard, Maryland, where 
the summer encampmenL known as 
Camp Thompaon, was held.

Tbe increaae la the enrollment of 
the Law School in recbnt years has 
been so great that it has outgrown 
its present qnorters.

“The present qnartere are as suit- 
able as can be rented In the city, but 
they are absolutely inadequate, hav-

«h,, School wirtoh Is etving. .and 
which proposes to give in the future, 
the best character of Instruction in 
the law obtainable an}rwbere in the 
country. 

"Money with which to pay for the 
purchase of the land and the con- 
struction of the new Law School 
building must be raised, and can only 
be raised in tbe way that Universi- 
ties throughout the country raise sim- 
ilar funds for tbe neceesary expan- 
sion of the facilities of instruction, 
by subscriptions to the building fund 
of the University to be made by the 
generous and responsible cltlsens of 
the community and of the country, 
who are interested in the cause of 
education. 

"It is estimated that the purchase 
of the land and the construction of 
the building will cost $100,000, snd 
we therefore ask for subscriptions to 
this Sum of $100,000, payable to the 
Treasurer of George Washington Uni- 
versity, which subscriptions will be 
gratefully acknowledged." 

The financing committee is compos- 
ed of William J. Flather, Maxwell V. 
Z. WoodhuII and Alpheus H. Snow. 
The subscriptions and endowments 
committee is composed of Abraham 
Llsner, Henry MacFarland, Archibald 
Hopkins and Walter Tuckerman.
